I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  financial  statement  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  191 5.  The  statement  includes 
records  of  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  as  well  as  a  balance  sheet  and 
supporting  property  schedules.  The  report  covers  in  detail  the  second  year 
of  the  legislative  biennium  1913-1915.  The  summaries  provide  a  comparison 
between  the  fiscal  years  191 3-14  and  1914-15. 

Financial  Reports  of  the  University 

As  enumerated  in  the  Comptroller's  report  of  last  year,  University 
finances  are  made  a  matter  of  record  in  various  official  reports  rendered  at 
frequent  intervals. 

At  the  close  of  each  month  a  report  is  made  to  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  to  heads  of  departments.  This  monthly  report  records  (a)  the 
receipts  collected  by  the  Business  Office;  (b)  the  cash  and  transfer  charges 
made  under  each  Board  allotment;  (c)  the  amount  to  which  the  allotments 
are  encumbered  by  open  market  orders,  contracts  outstanding,  job  orders,  and 
salary  assignments;  and  (d)  the  free  or  unencumbered  balances  in  the  allot- 
ments against  which  further  contractual  obligations  may  be  incurred.  This 
statement  of  free  balances  enables  the  President  of  the  University  and  heads 
of  departments  to  keep  departmental  expenditures  within  departmental  allot- 
ments and  to  keep  total  University  expenditures  within  the  available  cash  re- 
sources. The  monthly  report  includes  reconciliations  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Business  Office  with  those  of  the  University  Treasurer  and  with  the  Uni- 
versity accounts  maintained  by  the  State  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

The  quarterly  report  of  the  Comptroller  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  is 
similar  in  arrangement  and  contents  to  the  monthly  report.  Certified  Public 
Accountants  employed  under  the  direction  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Business  office  quarterly.  Their 
certificate  covering  the  transactions  of  the  year  is  included  in  this  report. 
Duplicate  lists  of  warrants  issued  on  the  University  Treasurer  and  of  vouch- 
ers certified  to  the  State  Auditor  of  Pul)lic  Acccxuits  for  payment  from  Uni- 
versity funds  accompany  the  quarterly  report.  These  lists  show  amounts 
paid  to  individual  payees  and  are  filed  in  the  office  of  the  President  of  the 
Board  and  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.  The  schedules  of  the 
quarterly  report  are  included  in  the  printed  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

A  semi-annual  report  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  shows  the  status  of 
each  State  appropriation  available  to  the  University,  as  well  as  the  status  of 
funds  accruing  from  other  sources. 

An  annual  report  to  the  State  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  records  in  that 
office  the  property  owned  I)y  the  University,  both  real  and  personal. 
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Various  reports  to  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Interior  and  to 
tlie  United  States  Department  of  AgricuUure  account  for  the  disposition  of 
Federal  grants  to  the  University. 

All  of  these  reports  are  rendered  in  compliance  with  Federal,  State,  or 
University  statutes  and  are  made  for  the  information  of  the  various  Federal, 
State,  and  University  officers.  The  present  report  is  intended  to  furnish  in- 
terested citizens  of  the  state  with  complete  information  concerning  the  finan- 
cial transactions  of  the  University.  The  form  of  this  report  follows  closely 
the  form  of  previous  reports  so  that  comparison  with  them  may  be  made 
readily. 

University  Piiuds 

Since  July  i,  1913,  all  State  funds  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Uni- 
versity have  been  retained  in  the  State  treasury.  Disbursements  are  made 
from  these  funds  on  vouchers  certified  to  the  State  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts by  the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  This 
procedure  applies  for  appropriations  from  the  University  Mill  Tax  Fund  as 
well  as  for  appropriations  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  State  for  the  State 
Miners'  and  Mechanics'  Institutes  and  for  the  State  Water  Surv-ey. 

Receipts  from  tuition,  from  departmental  sales,  and  from  Federal  grants 
are  retained  in  the  University  treasury.  The  University  Treasurer  is  required 
to  pay  interest  on  the  daily  balances  of  the  funds  in  his  possession. 

On  July  I,  1914,  the  College  of  Medicine  Fund  and  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy Fund  were  eliminated  by  transferring  the  balances  remaining  in  those 
funds  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  University.  At  the  same  time,  an  amount 
of  cash  equalling  the  total  of  the  balances  in  the  various  trusts  accounts  was 
transferred  from  the  General  Fund  to  a  newly  created  Trusts  Fund.  This 
enables  the  University  to  assure  a  clear  and  distinct  account  of  the  transactions 
(if  each  trust  it  undertakes  to  administer.  The  auditing  regulations  of  the 
Federal  Government  made  necessary  the  establishment  of  a  new  fund  under 
which  the  activities  under  the  Smith-Lever  Agricultural  E.xtension  Act  might 
be  recorded.  Accordingly,  these  transactions  are  accounted  for  separately 
under  the  Smith-Lever  Fund. 

Accounting  Procedure 

The  Business  Office  maintains  a  separate  warrant  register  and  fund  ac- 
count for  each  fund  available  to  the  University.  All  disbursements  are  as- 
signed to  Board  allotments  and  are  classified  in  detail.  Records  of  encum- 
brances against  all  allotments  are  also  maintained  so  that  the  balances  available 
for  further  expenditures  may  be  ascertained  at  any  time. 

A  series  of  storeroom  accounts  recorded  the  transfers  to  departments 
separately  from  the  cash  disbursements.  These  transfers  have  however  been 
included  with  the  cash  disbursements  in  the  present  report. 

A  job  costs  system,  operated  in  connection  with  the  Physical  Plant  Store- 
room, enables  the  Business  Office  to  charge  to  departmental  allotments  the 
total  and  actual  cost  of  labor  supplied  to  departments  from  the  general  L^ni- 
versity  labor  force  as  well  as  the  cost  of  materials  supplied  from  the  Store- 
room. The  same  system  records,  under  standing  job  numbers,  the  costs  of 
various  physical  plant  processes. 
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Attention  is  called  to  the  divisional  accounts  maintained  for  the  depart- 
ments of  Agronomy.  Animal  Husbandry,  Dairy  Husbandry,  and  Horticulture. 

The  Business  Office  maintains  also  a  perpetual  inventory  covering  all 
land,  buildings  and  permanent  equipment  owned  by  the  University.

In  the  fifth  part  of  the  report,  the  reconciliations  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Business  Office  with  those  of  the  University  Treasurer  and  with  those  of  the 
State  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  show  the  amount  of  warrants  outstanding 
and  the  amount  of  certified  vouchers  in  process  of  payment.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  the  disbursements  for  the  year,  according  to  the  accounts 
of  the  Business  Office,  include  both  the  warrants  outstanding  and  the  vouchers 
in  process  of  payment. 

An  index  is  furnished  at  the  close  of  the  report. 

For  valuable  assistance  rendered  in  the  preparation  of  this  report,  I  am 
under  considerable  obligations  to  Mr.  M.  E.  Thompson,  Cashier  in  the  Busi- 
ness Office,  to  Mr.  Lloyd  Morey,  Auditor  in  the  Business  Office,  and  to  Mr.

AVAILABLE  INCOME  OF  THE  YEAR 

The  income  of  the  University  for  the  year  1914-15  was  derived  from 
United  States  grants,  State  appropriations,  and  University  receipts. 

United  States  Grants 

During  the  year,  the  University  received  $122,462.04  from  the  Federal 
Government.  From  lands  donated  by  the  Land  Grant  of  1862  to  states  sup- 
porting colleges  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts,  the  University  of  Illinois 
has  realized  an  Endowment  Fund  amounting  to  $649,012.91.  In  1897  the 
state  assumed  the  liability  for  this  fund  and  pays  interest  thereon  semi-an- 
nually at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum.  Altho  this  payment  appears  as  a  State 
appropriation  in  the  reports  of  the  State  Auditor,  it  is  really  a  Federal  grant. 

The  University  receives  each  year  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  L^nited 
States  thru  the  State  Treasurer  the  sum  of  $25,000  under  the  Morrill  Act 
of  1890  and  the  sum  of  $25,000  under  the  Nelson  Act  of  1907.  These  funds 
may  be  used  for  instruction  and  facilities  in  agriculture,  mechanic  arts,  mathe- 
matical sciences,  natural  and  physical  sciences,  English  language,  and  eco- 
nomic sciences. 

The  University  receives,  also,  each  year  directly  from  the  L^nited  States 
Treasurer,  the  sum  of  $15,000  under  the  Hatch  Act  of  1897  and  the  sum  of 
$15,000  under  the  Adams  Act  of  1906.  These  funds  are  available  for  original 
research  and  experimentation  in  agriculture. 

Under  the  Smith-Lever  Act,  which  went  into  efifect  May  8,  19 14,  the 
University  received  $10,000  for  the  fiscal  year  1914-15.  Funds  received  under 
this  act  are  devoted  to  extension  work  in  agriculture  and  household  economics. 

State  Appropriations 

For  the  fiscal  year  1914-15,  the  State  of  Illinois  appropriated  from  the 
University  Mill  Tax  Fund  the  sum  of  $2,250,000  for  the  support  of  the 
University.  The  Mill  Tax  Fund  is  derived  from  the  proceeds  of  a  one  mill 
tax  levied  on  all  taxable  property.  From  the  General  Fund  of  the  state,  ap- 
propriations of  $21,500  and  $15,000  were  made  for  the  support  of  the  State 
Water  Survey  and  the  State  Miners'  and  Mechanics'  Institutes  respectively. 

University  Receipts 

The  University  received  during  1914-15  the  sum  of  $435,579.48  from 
tuition,  departmental  sales,  trusts,  etc.  These  receipts,  together  with  receipts 
from  United  States  grants,  are  deposited  with  the  University  Treasurer. 

In  the  schedules  of  University  receipts  are  shown  under  the  heading 
"University  Sales"  the  amount  of  interdepartmental  transfers  of  manufac- 
tured or  farm  products,  and  other  transfers  which  could  not  be  classified  as 
deductions  from  departmental  disbursements.  Transfers  of  supplies,  such  as 
chemicals  from  the  department  of  chemistry,  were  treated  as  deductions  from 
the  expense  of  the  department  rather  than  as  departmental  income.  These 
transfers  are  therefore  not  recorded  as  "University  Sales."

DISBURSEMENTS 

The  disbursements  for  the  fiscal  year  1914-15,  exclusive  of  refunds,  are 
shown  on  the  following  pages.  An  important  part  of  the  charges  against  the 
appropriation  of  any  department  consists  of  the  transfer  charges  on  account 
of  materials  transferred  from  University  storerooms  and  other  University 
departments  and  on  account  of  services  rendered  by  the  University  labor 
force.  The  amount  of  these  transfers  from  regular  University  storerooms 
is  shown  in  the  stores  accounts  on  page  63.  As  indicated,  these  transfers 
have  been  included  with  the  cash  disbursements  of  the  departments  to  which 
the  transfers  were  made.  Transfers  of  manufactured  products,  of  farm 
products,  etc.,  which  could  not  be  classified  as  deductions  from  the  disburse- 
ments of  the  department  transferring,  have  been  credited  to  these  depart- 
ments as  "University  Sales"  (page  8.),  and  charged  to  the  departments 
transferred  to,  separately  from  the  cash  disbursements  (page  17). 

So  far  as  practicable,  all  salaries  and  wages  chargeable  to  new  construc- 
tion have  been  charged  to  the  proper  piece  of  construction.  However,  costs 
of  buildings  and  other  permanent  improvements  here  given  do  not  include 
any  part  of  the  general  expense  of  administrative  offices.  In  other  words, 
these  costs  include  only  those  which  could  be  identified  as  distinctly  applicable 
to  a  particular  improvement. 

The  "Buildings  Maintenance"  schedule  under  Physical  Plant  disburse- 
ments includes  only  maintenance  charged  to  general  University  accounts.  All 
alterations  and  repairs  charged  to  departmental  allotments  through  the  job 
costs  system  are  included  with  the  departmental  disbursements. 

On  pages  19  to  29  will  be  found  detailed  statements  of  Physical  Plant 
disbursements.  The  minute  classification  of  costs  shown  has  been  made 
possilile  by  a  cost  system  installed  on  July  i,  1914. 

It  has  not  been  found  practicable  to  print  in  this  report  the  detailed  dis- 
bursement analysis  maintained  for  all  departments  by  the  Business  Office. 
The  detail  shown  is,  however,  sufficient  to  distinguish  between  disbursements 
for  ordinary  operation  and  maintenance  and  disbursements  for  additions  to 
departmental  equipment. 

In  the  schedule  on  page  63,  the  total  disbursements  of  the  University 
for  the  fiscal  year  1914-15  have  been  analyzed  under  fifty-seven  cost  headings.

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TRUST  FUNDS 

The  schedule  on  the  following'  page  shows  the  cash  transactions  of  the 
various  trust  funds  for  the  year.  Trust  funds  include  all  moneys  given  to  the 
University  by  private  individuals  and  expended  by  the  University  for  the  pur- 
poses named  by  the  donors.  All  funds  of  this  sort  are  deposited  with  the  Uni- 
v^ersity  Treasurer  under  the  Trusts  Fund.  Of  the  accounts  listed,  the  follow- 
ing are  permanent  trust  funds  : — 

The  class  of  1895  Students'  Loan  Fund,  established  as  a  class  memorial, 
amounted  on  June  30,  191 5,  to  $158.00. 

The  Bryan  Fund  of  $250  was  established  in  1898  by  the  Honorable  Wil- 
liam Jennings  Bryan.  The  interest  on  this  fund  is  offered  biennially  as  a 
prize  for  the  best  student  essay  on  the  science  of  government. 

The  Snyder  Student  Loan  Fund  was  established  on  March  14,  1899,  by 
Edward  Snyder,  Professor  Emeritus  of  German  of  the  University  of  Illinois. 
Loans  from  this  fund,  which  now  amounts  to  $12,525.00,  bear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  5%.  Interest  at  this,  rate  is  payable  to  the  wife  of  the  donor  until 
her  death,  after  which  it  is  to  be  added  to  the  principal  of  the  fund. 

The  Women's  League  Fund  was  established  in  1911  by  the  Woman's 
League  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  Loans  are  made  from  this  fund  to 
women  students  only.  The  fund,  including  interest  added  to  the  principal 
and  including  interest  receivable,  amounted  to  $522.68  on  June  30,  1915. 

The  McKinley  Fund,  established  on  October  3,  191 2,  by  the  Honorable 
William  B.  McKinley  of  Champaign,  Illinois,  consisted  of  personal  notes  from 
students  and  former  students.  Loans  from  this  fund  bear  interest  at  the  rate 
t>f  5%  per  annum,  which  is  added  to  the  principal.  The  fund,  including  in- 
terest receivable,  amounted  to  $14,987.64  on  June  30,  191 5. 

The  Margaret  Lange  James  Student  Loan  Fund  was  established  by  a  gift 
of  $5000.00  on  Feb.  27,  1915,  by  President  Edmund  Janes  James  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois.  A  gift  of  $500.00  by  Homer  A.  Stillwell  of  Chicago  and 
numerous  donations  from  students  and  alumni  of  the  University  secured  thru 
the  efforts  of  the  Woman's  League  increased  the  fund  to  $5,633.20  on  June 
30,  191 5.  Loans  are  made  preferably  to  women  students  and  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  of  5  %  per  annum.  An  amount  equal  to  5%  interest  on  the  original 
gift  of  $5000.00  is  payable  to  the  President's  daughter,  Helen  Dickson  James. 

To  June  30,  1915,  a  total  of  $69,795.59  has  been  loaned  from  the  several 
loan  funds  to  532  students,  the  average  amount  secured  by  each  student  being 
$131.20.  The  loans  repaid  amounted  to  $40,720  on  June  30,  1915.  The 
average  time  that  loans  were  outstanding  was  2.95  years.

BALANCE  SHEET  AND  PROPERTY  SCHEDULES 

The  balance  sheet  of  the  University,  as  at  June  30,  1915,  shows  assets 
to  the  value  of  $5,624,588.67  and  liabilities  to  the  amount  of  $22,181.83. 
Each  item  in  the  balance  sheet  is  shown  in  detail  in  the  schedules  following, 
except  the  items  "General  Furniture"  and  "Accounts  Receivable."  The  val- 
luition  given  for  "Furniture"  is  a  book  valuation  based  upon  a  former  physical 
inventory  adjusted  for  annual  depreciation  and  for  annual  additions.  "Ac- 
counts Receivable"  represent  fees  and  departmental  invoices  in  process  of  col- 
lection. "Notes  Receivable,"  "Interest  Receivable"  and  "Prepaid  Interest" 
are  detailed  only  as  to  the  loan  fund  affected. 

It  will  be  noted  that  no  accounts  payable  are  listed.  This  is  due  in  gen- 
eral to  the  policy  of  the  University  of  paying  bills  as  soon  as  the  validity  of  the 
claim  can  be  established,  and  in  particular  to  an  extra  efifort  to  pay  before 
June  30  last,  all  bills  applicable  to  the  fiscal  year  1914-15.  Payment  is  con- 
sidered as  made  by  the  University  as  soon  as  a  University  warrant  is  issued 
or  as  soon  as  the  voucher  is  certified  to  the  State  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts 
for  payment.  The  amount  of  warrants  outstanding  and  the  amount  of  vouch- 
ers in  process  of  payment  in  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor  may  be  ascertained 
from  the  reconciliations  on  pages  68  and  69. 

As  given  in  the  balance  sheet,  the  University  is  liable  to  the  United  States 
government  for  rifles  and  other  military  supplies  valued  at  $19,851.91,  loaned 
by  the  federal  government  for  purposes  of  military  instruction. 

Land 

A  complete  list  of  the  land  owned  by  the  University  as  at  June  30,  1913 
was  given  in  the  financial  report  published  in  August,  1913.  Land  acquired 
during  the  fiscal  year  1913-14  was  published  in  the  Report  of  the  Comptroller 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1914.  Likewise,  the  present  report  shows  only 
land  sold  and  land  acquired  during  the  fiscal  year  1914-15. 

As  stated  in  former  reports,  land  is  listed  at  its  cost  to  the  University, 
or  at  its  cost  to  those  who  donated  the  land  to  the  University,  except  in  cer- 
tain cases  where  no  consideration  has  been  recorded.  No  attempt  has  been 
made  to  show  the  value  of  the  land  at  the  present  time. 

On  September  14,  1914,  Capt.  Thomas  J.  Smith  of  Champaign,  Illinois, 
deeded  to  the  University,  four  farms  located  in  Champaign  County.  These 
farms  contain  769.19  acres  valued  at  $215,000.00.  An  agreement  between 
Captain  Smith  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  recites  that  on 
consideration  of  the  conveyance  of  the  above  property  the  University  agrees 
to  erect  on  the  campus  a  building  costing  approximately  $215,000.00  for  the 
use  of  the  department  of  Music. 
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Valuation  of  Other  Property 

The  valuations  shown  for  buildings  are  based  upon  an  inventory  by  the 
vSupervising  Architect  as  at  June  30,  1913,  adjusted  for  annual  depreciation 
and  for  permanent  improvement  since  that  time.  The  following  depreciation 
rates  were  used : 

President's  House 3  %  per  annum 

Horse  Barn 3  %  per  annum 

Horticulture  Building 5  %  per  annum 

Agronomy  Greenhouse 5  %  per  annum 

Dairy  Barn   3  %  per  annum 

Chemistry  Building 3  %  per  annum 

All  others 2  %  per  annum 

The  valuations  given  for  departmental  equipment  are  based  upon  inven- 
tory statements  as  of  June  30,  191 5,  submitted  by  the  various  departments. 
When  cost  rather  than  present  values  were  submitted  these  values  were  de- 
preciated according  to  the  age  of  the  property,  the  depreciation  rates  used 
being  10%  for  office  equipment  and  5%  for  all  other  equipment.
